CHIEF WILLIAM MUNZ 

HACKEKSACK, NEW JERSEY 
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UnpHE police of any community must 
I have, at all times, the complete 
aid and cooperation of every citi- 
zen of that community." The speaker was 
Chief of Police William Munz, head of 
the Hackensack, New Jersey, police de- 
partment. Irf an informal talk at a citizens' 
open meeting he was stressing one of the 
points which he feels is of basic import* 
ance in a police department in order to 
function effectively. 

"After all," he continued, "our job is 
more than merely catching criminals after 
a crime has been committed. We must 
also try to apprehend suspicious charac- 
ters before they have the opportunity to 
commit a crime. Both in law enforcement 
and in crime prevention, the citizens of 
the community should play an active 
role.", 

Chief Munz is one of the many police 
chiefs who, by means of hard work com- 
bined with talent and ability, have worked 
their way to the highest ranking position 
in the department. "As a boy I always 
wanted to be a policeman," Chief Munz 
said, "and as soon as I got out of the Army 
in the first World War, I applied for a 
position on the Hackensack police depart- 
ment and received my appointment. 



"Police work and police officers have 
changed greatly over the past 29 years. 
When I applied originally, the prime re- 
quisite for a policeman was brawn, not 
brains. There were no schools for a re- 
cruit to attend, and, in effect, he was given 
a uniform, badge and gun and sent out on 
a beat. Fortunately, times have changed, 
and we are now getting a fine calibre of 
men entering police work." 

Police schooling has always been one 
of Chief Munz's most active interests, and 
he has set up a school for training in police 
methods. Besides this, every new police 
officer must attend the Police Academy in 
Newark before they are allowed to be in 
contact with the public. 

"Fortunately, there are numerous spe- 
cialists' schools in the vicinity, and I try 
to have as many of my men as possible 
attend them. I'm very proud to say that 
we have a modern scientific laboratory 
and do all of our own identification, fin- 
gerprinting, photographing and other sci- 
entific work here in Hackensack." 

Although Chief Munz spdfids a great 
deal of his time working with the citizens 
of his community, the youth, and with 
police schools, he has handled many im- 
portant cases which prove his ability in 
the field of criminal detection. "One of 
the most important aspects of detection is 
speed — not haste without thought, but 
carefully planned, speedy action. I can re- 
member a case that was solved by simply 
being fast, and right." 

"A few years ago, we received an emer- 
gency call. Someone had heard shots fired 
in a home on the outskirts of town and 
had seen someone hurriedly leaving the* 
house' immediately afterwards. I took two 
men and went out there. The house was 
a shambles. All of the furniture had been 
overturned, and a woman and a man had 
been murdered. The man had been shot 
in, the back just at the door, as if he had 
been trying to escape. I questioned the 
neighbors and at first got very little in- 
formation. Some of them had heard a good 
deal of noise, but no one had seen the 
assailant escaping. Just as I was about to 



leave, one of the men gave me the one 
fact which was to break die case. 'You 
know,' he said, 'whoever it was escaping 
made a heck of a lot of noise in his car. X 
guess his muffler must have been broken.' 

"Within the next two hours, I had my 
men checking on every car in Hackensack 
that reported to a garage with muffler 
trouble. However, it was possible that the 
murderer hadn't taken his car to a garage, 
so I sent a detail of men to canvass the 
town to see if anyone had Seen a car which 
made a great deal of noise. The field nar« 
rowed down to three people. The first two 
did not appear in the least suspicious when 
I questioned them, and I was unable to 
connect them with the crime. Frankly, I 
was beginning to feel that the lead hadn't 
amounted to anything. 

"But in the third and last suspect's home 
I met with results. I entered and talked 
with the man for a while and noticed that 
he seemed nervous and uneasy. This, of 
course, didn't mean that he was tied up 
with the crime, but it did seem rather 
strange. His answers to my questions 
seemed very evasive, and he was constant- 
ly moving about the room. 

"Finally, I began questioning him 
about the couple that had been murdered. 
He answered that he didn't know them 
and never had. 'Then why is it that I found 
out that you and the man were close 
friends?' I asked. With that question he 
broke down and confessed. It was a shot 
in the dark, but one that took him by sur* 
prise and frightened him. When I asked 
him for the gun, he pointed to a closet and 
told me it was on the shelf. 'However, 
there are no bullets in it,' he said. When 
I examined the gun I found that one bul- 
let was stuck in the barrel. 'Heck,' he said, 
'if I had known that, I would have let you 
have it as soon as you walked in.' These 
were his last words before being taken to 
jail." 

The murderer, in this case, was cap- 
tured less than ten hours after the crime 
had been committed, due to the speed and 
efficiency of Chief Munz and his men. 4 



Hackensack is a town where the citi- 
zens, both young and old, have a warm 
and unusual relationship with the police 
department. There is a closeness of feel- 
ing and interest that is beneficial both in 
crime prevention and solution. "I want 
every person in town," Chief Munz con- 
tinued, "to know and like every police- 
man and to look upon the police depart- 
ment as their friend; someone to turn to 
in times of difficulty." 

In order to accomplish this, Chief Munz 
has assigned a sergeant to do nothing else 
but work with the youth of HackensaVk. 
"There never has to be juvenile delin- 
quency if an intelligent, planned effort is 
made by police, schools, churches and par- 
ents. I like to have the young people in 



town learn to obey laws at an early age. 
We give lectures on bicycle regulations 
and the like, so that youths will not only 
know the law, but understand why such 
a law was passed. By doing this, I feel 
that 1 am helping them to become better 
citizens." 

Because of this close relationship, Chief 
Munz tries to go beyond the general line 
of police duty when working with young- 
sters, helping them to obtain jobs and 
making sure that they are happy and oc- 
cupied. 

The citizens of Hackensack are fortu- 
nate in having as a police chief a man who 
is more than merely an efficient police 
officer— a man who is their friend.

HAVE you ever heard some- 
one lay "Why do you save 
stamps?" or, "Why do you spend 
money for stamps that are al- 
ready cancelled?"

Stamp collecting is the most 
popular hobby among men, 
women and children of all walks 
of life.
